Information Disclosure Statement

The specification refers to a Figure 3 on Page 7, paragraph 7, however no Figure 
3 is present in the Drawings.

Claim Objections 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. The physical structure limitations of the claim are unclear. A 
method of using, method of making and a product are all described in narrative form. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 3 describes different shapes of the insert and depends 
from claim 1 , which describes the insert to be a specific double helix shape. It is 
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unclear how the shapes of claim 3 relate to or further limit the existing structure of the 
double helix. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required 
by 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure, which makes up the device, must be clearly and 
positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a manner 
as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form 
only. 

Claims depending from claims rejected under 35 USC 1 12 are also rejected for 
the same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1, 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent 5,397,180 (Miller). 

Miller teaches a static mixer with a double helix insert. The tube has sealing o-rings and 
an attachment means (Fig. 3, 4; 4:1-5, 4:20-25, 4:30-35, Abstract). The formation of the 
product by spin welding and hot melt melding is seen as a product-by-process limitation 
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and even though product-by-process claims are limited by and defined by the process, 
determination of patentability is based on the product itself. "The patentability of a 
product does not depend on its method of production. If the product in the product-by- 
process claim is the same as or obvious from a product of the prior art, the claim is 
unpatentable even though the prior product was made by a different process." (MPEP 
21 13). The use of the double helix mixing tube with a battery is seen as intended use 
as such, it is held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed 
apparatus is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from 
a prior art apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations (Ex parte Masham, 2 
USPQ2d 1647 (1987)). The prior art product meets the limitations of the claimed 
product and therefore the claims are anticipated.
